WATER WORKS. 
The idea that our Council 
should visit water works plants in 
order to decide on the best plants, 
the latest improved machinery, 
the locution, the supply of whole 
some water, etc., is no bad one. 
Members of the Council last week 
took In several of our adjoining 
cities, Winchester, Richmond, 
Lexington, Danville and others, 
and feel tkat the time given will 
result in great benefit to our city 
In putting in a plant. They were 
royally entertained by our neigh 



bors and pains were taken that 
they would be in possession of all 
the needed information. One 
fact we learned was that in cities 
where there was a good water 
plant and system of sewerage the 
death rate was far less than where 
there was no water works, and in 
discussing the advisability of a 
plant this should not be lost sight 
of. There may be some people 
so moss-backed, so hide-bound 
to oppose this modern necessity 
and we may need all the facts at- 
tainable. 

For some time we had looked 
upon the district now in ashes 
with dread. We felt confident 
that the time would come when 
a fire would break out among 
these wooden buildings and carry 
destruction with it. The result of 
Saturday mornings fire was bad 
enough but it might have been 
worse. Now since the fire has 
come and there has been a clean 
:ng out of combustible material 
there should be but one voice in 
the Council — no more frame build- 
ings within the business part of 
the city. It has been appropri- 
ately said, "it takes a fire for a 
cleaning up". 

The lots where these buildings 
stood are valuable and can be or- 
namented and made remunerative 
with modern brick and stone 
buildings. The Odd Fellows will 
rebuild; Lindsay cannot, and we 
think would not do otherwise. 
The lots down Wilson Avenue 
could be made very valuable by 
widening the street through to the 
line of the C. & O. Already some 
of the lot owners along the avenue 
have shown themselves enterpris- 
ing by offering to give the right of 
way. We trust the question will 
be agitated until every one of 
them will anxiously give and the 
city will then make the desired 
street. The present council is 
possessed with pride and we do 
not think they would consider for 
a moment an application for a per- 
mit either to repair or rebuild 
wooden structures on Wilson Ave- 
nue or the repairing of those old 
brick buildings on East Main street. 
If the present owners can't put up 
a brick or stone building it would 
be better both for them and the 
city that they sell to some one 
who can.

Sergeant Crlmens after he was shot 
started to his gun, fired it and the 
next moment fell dead beside the piece. 

The Astor battery was forced to fall 
back from the murderous fire, tem- 
porarily leaving two guns. But the 
reserves under Colonel Ovenahlne 
came up promptly, and with their sup- 
port the Aators charged the enemy 
with only revolvers for weapons, 
quickly regained their guns and put 
into action again with increased vigor. 
The Spaniards were then speedily put 
to flight. 

The Spanish loss Is estimated at not 
less than 200, Including both killed and 
wounded, and In the neighborhood of 
8,000 captured. 

Vast stores of military and naval 
supplies were Belzed. 

The casualties on the American side 
were confined to the land side, 
man on the fleet was injured. 

fn General Green's brigade the Col- 
orado and California volunteers and 
the Eighteenth regulars drove the 
Spaniards back in panic.

A. Baum's grocery store was badly 
scorched, but a few hundred dollars 
will put it iu good repair. 

Mrs. Mildred Voris' residence was 
alto scorched. On it was insurance 
sufficient to put it in repair, 
there also on Mr. Baum's { 

Tho fire was not eo destructive, but 
that it could have been worse. Cap- 
tain of the hose company, M, B. Mr- 
Kinney received slight injuries by a 
chimuey falling on him. The fire 
company never did better work. In 
fact we do not know of a mistake 
they made in getting the disastrous 
fire under control.

TOILERS OF THE AIR. 

How the Work on a Suspension Bridge Is 

Done. 

The workmen on tho cables follow 
closely after the builder* of the iron 
roadway. These men are uekmkciI in 
more perilous employment, if anything, 
than the former. They climb nimbly 
tip to the Tsqrsummit of tho hnge tow- 
ers, and then without flinching proceed 
to descend tho inclined cables. It makes 
the spectators below tremble for them, 
so Uuugeruus is the descent, but tho 
workmen have no fear, elBe they would 
be unfitted for the duty required of 
them. After sliding down the cublo 
dozen feet, they stop and turn around 
and face the towers. The men working 
the derrick slowly swing out to them 
tho end of a cable about three inches in 
diameter. Another man carries out to 
them by means of a small hand pulley 
and rope a redhot band of steel, which 
the cable workers seize with their 
pinohers and clasp around the large cable 
on which they are resting. Then while 
the steel is still hot and malleable, the 
small cable, with its end seoured in a 
thick bolt of steel, is brought into posi- 
tion, and the end welded into the red- 
hot steel band encircling the main ca- 
ble. The workmen pound and forge 
away, hanynuriug, twisting and bend- 
ing the metal before it cools off. The 
'; be done rapidly, and the 
u have no time to stop and think 
of the dangerous position in which they 
are placed. Probably tho only support 
they have comes from their legs, which 
they wind tightly around the oable, as 
they swing their arms and upper part 
of the body with violent exertion. 

"When this cable is forged into its 
place, the workmen take a few moments 
of rest, and then slide down to the next 
joint, wiiere the same operation is re- 
peated. Cable after cable is attached in 
this way until there is a regular tangle 
of steel work and dangling cables, look- 
ing for all the world likea spider's web. 
But there is order in this colossal spider 
web such as never existed in the home 
of the inseot that weaves the webs in 
our homes and woods. Gradually one 
part of the bridge after another is fin-

BANK'S PART IN FARMING. 

Bow the Traders In Money Enable Boll 
Tiller, to Work. 

How does a bank help the farmer? 

With tho approach of the time for 
plowing and planting, seeds and fer- 
tilizer will be necessary. How can the 
farmer buy them if the last season was 
a poor one? He has spent all of his 
earnings in running the household dur- 
ing the long winter. He goes to the 
dealer in fertilizer in tho nearest vil- 
lage and asks, "What is the pri 
fertilizer a ton?" 

"Fifty dollars, " the dealer repli 

"Well, I will need two tons, and 
that will amount to #100." 

"Yes. Take it along now?" 

"I haven't the ready cash just now, 
but"— 

"Oh, that's all right I know you're 
good for it Take it along and give me 
your note payable in four months. By 
that time your crops will bo yielding a 
profit" 

The farmer gives his note; tho dealer 
indorsos it and gives it in payment to 
the wholesaler from whom be gets the 
fertilizer; the wholesaler sends it to the 
manufacturer of the fertilizer, who in 
turn takes it to his bank and r* 
the money on it less the interest 

The farmer gets his seed in the same 
way and at the time of the expiration 
of the notes is able to meet his obliga- 
tiona 

Thus, instead of the farmer being 
compelled to wait until he can get the 
cash to pay before he can buy the fer- 
tilizer and seed, he obtains thorn when 
The dealer, instead of 
until tho farmer gets the 
e can sell his goods, sells

wholesaler receives from 
what is as good as cash to him, and the 
manufacturer receives virtually cash 
from the wholesaler. 

How would ail this be possible were 
it not that the bankers had collected the 
idle money of other people and were 
able to lend it out to good advantage? 
The farm would go unplanted; the 
ground would go unfilled ; there would 
be no crops to yield a profit 

That's where the bank helps the

It was on tlie island of Cuba, in tho 
autumn of 1402, that the use of tobacoo 
Was learned by Europeans. Oolur 
makes the first mention of tho Wee 
his diary under date of Oct. 15. When 
he and his men landed on Cuban shore 
the kindly natives, who mistook the 
for messengers from heaven, brought 
them numerous nff«riugs. Among these, 
as stated by the admiral in his diary, 
were some "dry leaves, which must be 
something much prized by them (the 
natives), for they had already brought 
me some iu San Salvador as a present. " 

Little, heed was paid to these leaves 
In the beginning by tho Spaniards. They 
were in search of gold and saw no pos- 
sibility of converting miserable weeds 
into that precious commodity. In the 
course of timo they began to notice that 
as the natives went to and from their 
villages and tho shore Bmoke escaped 
from their months, " in a truly diabol- 
ical manner." Soon they discovered 
that these unolad children of the wilds 
carried in their hands a "burning 
stick," which every now and then they 
would put into their mouths and blow 
out a cloud of smoke. This had a most 
heathenish look, as it is recorded, tc 
Spaniards, and they inquired, as well as 
they conld by signs, into the oustor 

They learned that the burning sticks 
were composed of the dried lenves sc 
treasured by the natives, and that tin 
custom of smoking the fragrant weed 
was supposed to lessen fatigue on lonj 
journeys. They tried it for themselvei 
and found this actually to be the case. 
On many a troublesome jaunt thereafter 
they were refreshed as the pleasant per- 
fume curled upward from their own

SPECULATING ON SHIPS. 



Wnen a ship is overdue ao-opportu- 
ty is sometimes afforded for a gamble 
at Lloyds. It can be readily understood 



that underwriters who are interested in 
the "overdues" are only too willing to 
get rid of the risk by paying a premium 
on the insured rate to those who are 
willing, on their terms to relieve them 
of their responsibilities. Tho premium 
varies with tho chances of the vessel 
turning up ; the smaller the ohances the 
higher the premium and vioe versa. 

The rates paying on "overdues" serve 
as accurato barometers of the probabili- 
ties or otherwise of the ship ever being 
heard of again. Those underwriters who 
speculate on "overdues" are generally 
known by the significant namo of "doc- 
tors." Tho insurance on un "overdue" 
may pass through many channels before 
the ship is, on the one hand, "posted" 
at Lloyds as "missing," or, ou the 
other hand, she arrives in safety.

Smallest and Oddest Republics. 

Goust is the smallest republic as to 
area, but Tavolara is the smallest re- 
public as to population. Goust is only 
one mile in area. It is located on the 
flat top of a mountain in the Pyrenees, 
between France and Spain, and is recog- 
nized by both of those countries. It is 
governed by h president and a counoil of 
13. It was established in 1048 and has 
180 inhabitants. The president is tax 
collector, assessor and judge. Goust has 
no church, clorgyman or cemetery. The 
people worship in a church outside of 
their own territory, and the dead bodies 
are slid down to a cemetery in the val- 
ley below. In that valley all the bap- 
tisms and marriages are performed. 
Tavolara is IS miles northeast of Sar- 
dinia. It is an island live miles long by 
a half mile wide. Its total population 
oonsists of 55 men, women and chil- 
dren. The women go to the polls with 
tho men and elect every year a presi- 
dent and council of six, all serving 
without pay. The inhabitants support 
themsolves by fishing and raising fruit 
and vegetables. The ropublic has no 
army and no navy. — Cincinnati En-

Naval officials say It Is difficult to 
realize the extant of such a marine 
tgregaUon ln one harbor.

On the 17th eigt' 
more were Bent, and on the 18th 17 
ships were added. Friday's orders in- 
clude 18 more ships. 

Before the orders began Issuing there 
were eight warships at Fort Monroe, 
so that the total now Is 57. 

The movement of these ships north- 
ward Is dne to the close of hostilities, 
and more particularly to the desire 
to get the ships away from points of 
possible fever Infection. 

They will now bo put In thorough 
repair and their crews will be grad- 
ually changed from naval militiamen 
to sailors of the regular navy. 

Patrol Ships Not Soleoted, 

The navy department has not yet 

itermlned what ships will go to Ha- 
vana, San Juan and other points of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. There Is felt 
to be no hurry about this until the 
authority of the United States is fully 
established throughout the Islands. 

In the moantime the matter cf 
policing the shore points Is being con- 
sidered and ln due time a number of 
the light draught auxiliary craft and 
some of the single turreted monitors 
will be used for this coast patrol. 

It le found, however, that only four 
of the old monitors of the civil war

| FERTILE P0RT0 RICO 

THE ISLAND IS AS BEAUTIFUL AS IT 
IS PRODUCTIVE. 

It Haa Thirteen Hundred Streams, » 
Wealth o< Vea-etatlon, nift-hly Cultivable 
Sou and vast Dapoelu of Minerals— Tew 
Reptiles, hot Many Insects. 

Mr. Frederick A. Ober, late commis- 
sioner in Porto Rico of tbe Columbian, 
exposition, contributes to Tho Oentu 
an artiole on "The Island of Por 
Rico." Mr. Ober says: 

In the extreme northeast rises the 
highest peak of tbe central cordillera 
in tbe Luquillo sierra, known as " El 
Yunqne," or "Tho Anvil," variously 
estimated at from 8,(100 to 4,500 feet in 
height The hills are of lessor elevation 
toward the west and southwowt, but 
the whole north central country it rug- 
god and uneven. Between tho spurs 
from the main range llo innumerable 
secluded valleys, where tbo -soil is of 
great fertility. The impressive features 
of the laudscapo aro tho rounded Bum- 
mits of tho multitudinous hills, which 
leave tho coast in constantly rising ttll- 
Iowb that finally break against the cor- 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable* 
and cultivated to their very crests^ 
though the highor mountain peaks are 
forest; clad. 

More than 1,800 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 60 at- 
tain to the dignity of rivers, riso in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the bost har- 
bors are in the west and south. But 
notwithstanding the great river flow 
portions of the island in the southwest 
ore afflicted with drought at tin wo, 
owing to the precipitation of tbe nortv- 
ist "trades" against the northern hills. 

The higher hills are cloth.il in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish, and great gum trees and moun- 
tain palms tower aloft At lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnnt 
and laurel, with many others noted for 
their useful woods Throughout the 
Island are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiacnm and copal, while the list of/ 
medicinal plants includes most of those, 
invaluable to our pharmacopeias, 
which tropical America has given to 
the world. These are the silvestres, nr \
